This 
college formed the nucleus of the new 
university, and in 1912 its teachers 
and ptudents became incorporated in 
the Faculty of Medicine, Aa soon

Appreciating the danger of flooding 
a country, and especially an Asiatic 
country, with graduates crammed 
with abstract knowledge, but who 
may be unuble to find avenues wherein 
they may put their knowledge te 
proper and profitable use, the 
authorities recently decided to in- 
stitutes an elaborate curriculum in 
commercial subjects, This is to be 
included among the departments of 
Arts, Those who successfully pasa 
the required examinations will obtain 
a degree in the minimum period of 
fours years.
